Patten  of 
Denver,  Colorado  join  nine  ether  prominont  Arx'rican  agricultural  figures  in  direct- 
ing the  expanded  -;rogram  of  agricultural  research  and  marketing  services  directed 
by  the  seventy-ninth  Congress. 


Kitchell  is  :-anagor  and  co-owner  of  the  470,000-acro  Bell  Ranch  in  Nov/  I.iexico 
and  is  national!}'-  prominent  in  livestock  producing  and  marketing  organizations. 
Patton  is  best  known  as  president  of  the  National  Farmers  Union  and  a  stron~  sup- 
porter of  federal  farm  programs. 

Hailed  as  the  most  important  agricultural  legislation  since  the  Agricultural 
adjustment  Act  of  1938,  the  bill  establishing  the  committee  provides  for  a  program 
to  assure  agriculture  a  position  in  research  equal  to  that  of  industry,  with  specia 
emphasis  on  development  of  now  uses  for  agricultural  products,  expansion  of  present 
uses,  improvement  cf  marketing  facilities,  and  services  to  promote  a  sound,  effi- 
cient, privately-operated  distribution  system.

The  Office  of  Price  Administration  released  the  seeds  on  October  24.    CPA  says  it 
has  been  able  to  act  more  speedily  than  anticipated  in  removing  ceilings  because 
of  reports  from  tho  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  that  indicated  supply 
of  tho  legur.o  seeds  would  be  adequate. 


ALFALFA,  CLOVER  SEED  PRICES  DECONTROLLED 
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SPUDS  STILL  FLS'TIFTJL 
Congratulating  New  I.iexico  housewives,  food  handlers,  and  farriers  on  their 
part  in  the  nation-wide  drive  to  eat  and  store  more  potatoes,  C,  V#  Hemphill, 
State  Director  of  the  Production  and  Marketing  Administration,  said  today  those 
efforts  help  relieve  a  critical  situation.    Commercial  storage  space  was  not  avail- 
able for  the  551  million  "bushels  of  late  potatoes  which  hit  r.arkots  early  in 
November. 

Plonty  of  potatoes,  at  reasonable  prices,  should  be  available  for  wide  use 
throughout  the  winter.    At  present,  the  Production  and  Marketing  Administration 
considers  them  the  best  frosh  food  buy  on  the  market,  and  urges  home-makers  to 
buy,  oat,  and  store  potatoes  as  Ions;  as  they  are  plentiful  and  cheap. 

FAR:.'  PROGRAM  FOR  HFJilCQ  LL'TSRIALIZING 

Mexico's  r;overnment  is  this  voor'  beginning  a  soil  and  water  conservation  pro- 
gram,  similar  to  the  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  which  has  been  in  operation 
for  10  years  in  this  country. 

Goal  of  the  Hexicon  program  is  to  restore  eroded  land  to  productivity,  and  to 
prevent  future  waste  of  soil  .and  water.    Mexican  authorities  say  that  a  national 
soil  conservation  program  is  needed  to  build  an  agricultural  foundation  to  support 
a  much  higher  standard  of  living  for  its  people. 

The  Mexican  conservation  program  will  include  such  practices  as  contouring, 
terracing,  gully  control,  grass  waterways, . stock  ponds,  and  range  and  pasture  im- 
provements •    Rr.nchers  will  be  encouraged  to  grow  hay  and  forago  to  carry  live- 
stock through  dry  periods. 

An  education  program,  to  be  extended  into  every  school  and  home,  is  provided 
for  by  the  ;!:xican  conservation  lav/.    American  farmers  will  be  interested  to  see 
how  much  of  their  farm  program  will  be  used  by  Mexican  authorities  as  an  uplift 
to  their  agricultural  foundation. 
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REPORT  COMPLETED  1946  ACP  PRACTICES 

Farmers  and  ranchers  who  have-  finished  1946  practices  under  this  yearTs  Agri- 
cultural Conservation  Program  should  make  their  reports  to  the  county  A CA  office  as 
early  as  possible,  so  that  the  job  of  preparing  applications  for  payments  may  bo 
speeded.                     ,  Chairman  of                       county  comnittoo,  said  that  the  re- 
verse side  of  the  farm  plan  sheet,  signed  last  spring,  may  be  filled  cut  to  report 
completed  ACP  practices,  and  brought  to  the  county  ACA  office  at  . 

Evidence  as  to  the  amount  and  quality  used  is  required  in  the  case  of  applica- 
tion of  phosphate  or  gypsum,  and  use  of  chemical  v/cod  killer.    Evidence  of  the 
quantity  and  cost  of  the  seed  must  be  furnished  in  the  case  of  the  practice  of  seed- 
ing or  rc-sccding  permanent  pastures.    Such  evidenoe  may  include  purchase  receipts 
or  invoices. 

COTTON  FARSgNG  FACES  DECISION 

The  American  cotton  farmer  today  stands  at  a,  crossroads  with  one  road  loading 
to  larger  cotton  acreage  and  one-crop  farming  and  the  ether  road  heading  toward 
diversified  faming  and  the  hope  of  a  higher  standard  of  living.     This  is  the 
opinion  of  P«  K.  I.orris,  marketing  specialist  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture's 
Office  of  Foroign  Agricultural  Relations,  as  set  forth  in  a  recent  talk  in  New  York. 

"If  farmers  choose  to  revert  to  a  onc-crcp  system  and  plant  an  expanding  acre- 
age of  cotton,  thoy  will  be  compelled  to  find  a  foreign  market  for  an  increasing 
part  of  their  production,"  Norris  said. 

"A  moderate  volume  of  cotton  above  domestic  requirements  night  bo  sold  abroad 

but  a  foroign  market  for  all  of  the  surplus  cotton  this  country  can  grow  cannot  be 

found  without  some  fon?.  of  Government  aid." 

"'-rric  oGtir.r.tcd  that  the  U.  3,  cotton  carry-over  next  August  1  might  be 
around  4,000,000  bales.    V/hile  this  would  bo  below  the  carry-overs  for  recent 

years,  it  is  net  out  of  lino  with  the  carry-over  in  years  before  our  excessive 
production  and  light  imports,  he  said.

RECORD  LEGUME  SESD  CROP  PREDICTSD 

A  large  seed  harvest  is  good  news  to  famors  v/ho  aro  hoping  to  put  more  land 
in  legume  crops  next  year,  says  C,  V,  Hemphill,  State  Director  of  the  Production 
and  Marketing  Administration*    Many  farncrs  plan  to  put  back  into  grass  sonc  of 
the  land  that  was  plowed  up  during  the  war  years  for  the  production  of  intertilled 
crops.    So  it  looks  as  if  this  year's  harvest  of  alfalfa,  alsikc  and  red  clover 
seed  will  he  put  to  good  use.    U.  5,  Department  of  Agriculture  estimates  of  these 
legume  seed  crops  are  as  follows... 

Alfalfa  ...  thirty  six  porcont  more  being  harvested  this  year  than  last. 
This  will  bo  the  biggest  alfalfa  seed  harvest  of  all  tinc» 

Alsiko  clover  ...  nine  percent  more  seed  than  last  year's  production. 

Red  clover  seed  •  •  •  six  percent  larger  than  last  year's  crop  ...  the  third 
largest  crop  ever  liar  vested. 

Hr»  Hemphill  said  that  per  acre  yields  of  seed  this  year  arc  cxpoctcd  to  run 
about  the  sane  as  in  1945.    Host  of  the  increase  in  the  seed  crop  is  the  result  of 
a  greater  acreage  being  harvested  for  seed.    Higher  prices  ...  plus  the  legume 
soed  payments  offered  through  the  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  •  •  •  made  it 
profitable  for  more  farriers  to  cut  some  of  their  crop  for  seed. 

FARM  NEl'JS  SHORTS 

PHILIPPINE  COPRA  EXPORTS  this  year  probably  will  reach  500,000  short  tons, 
just  about  equ~.l  the  prewar  level.    Favorable  shipping  conditions  could  increase 
this  figure  but  total  fats  and  oils  supply  in  this  country,  however,  will  still  be 
far  below  requirements.
